Madrid, 
Oct . 28.—A 
Spaniard 


named Bulguera, a recent arrival from 
Manila, has caused some excitement 
here by a story to the effect that there 
.were more than a thousand Spanish 
prisoners in Bulacan province, island 
of San Juan Del Monte. 
They 
are 


held by Tagalogs. who compel them 
to drag their ploughs. They arc whip- 
ped and treated like beasts of burden, 
and the only reward they get is a 
scanty ration of green corn. 


Bulguera has related his story to 


a correspondent of El Pueblo and he 
says that in June last ninety Spanish 
prisoners tried to escape by swim- 
ming. 
Practically all were drowned, 


he says, but he succeeded in landing 
on th eopposlte bank and was subse- 
quently able to reach Manila. 
Then 


he went to the American authorities, 
who provided him wiih passage for 
Cadiz. He reached that port in Sep- 
tember, but was only able to reach 
his native town a few days since, 
where he had long been given up for 
dead.

Cleveland. O., Oct. 2S.— With only 


one week remaining for active work 
in the campaign tho Cleveland mayor- 
alty contest is overshadowing every 
thing else here in point of interest in 
connection with the election of Nov. 5. 
The record-breaking registration has 
been a matter of surprise to political 
leaders generally and election boards 
are now kept busy trying to analyze 
its meaning and probable effe.ct on 
the interests respectively 
of Mayor 


Tom L. Johnson, who is 
socking a 


fourth term, and Congressman Theo- 
dore E. Burton, republican nominee. 
The registration has reached a total 
of 93,000, which is nearly 20,000 in 
excess of the normal vote in city elec- 
tions. 


The predictions made by political 


leaders as to the result of tho election 
vary according to the political feel- 
ings of those making them. Repub- 
lican politicians are sanguine that the 
big registration augurs 
that 
repub- 


llcar/s, heretofore out of 
line with 


their party locally, who did not vote 
at all, are back In line and ready to 
vote for Mr. Burton. 
They point, to 


the fact, that the biggest ilic.roaso in 
registration has been in the heavy re- 
publican wards.

Boron killed himself late Sunday 


afternoon when alone In his house, 
his wifo and only child, a son, aged 
1.2 year? having gone to Cleveland to 
visit. 
Boron was prominently con- 


nected with many lodges locally and 
in the state 'as treasurer. 
He wai> 


state treasurer of the high Court of 
Foresters. 


Closed for Investigation. 


The Dollar Savings bank has been 


closed by order of the directors until 
after the funeral of Mr. Boron, the 
dead cashier. In the meantime a fur- 
ther Investigation of his accounts is 
gorng on and a movement, is also on 
foot to have the other banks of the 
city take this institution over. 
The 


clearing house association of the city 
is holding a meeting today and will 
announce a policy in reference to the 
savings accounts of the city. 


The sixty-day time limit, has been 


ordered enforced on all savings ac- 
counts in the banks of the city. 


FIND $25,000 DEFICIT. 


Rome, X. V.. Oct. 2K.—The big si ore

Cashier .T. C. Hughes said that they 
had decided tc close temporarily be- 
cause the Clearing House association 
had refused to extend them the privi- 
leges granted the thirty other banks 
here of issuing Clearing House certifi- 
cates. 


The Bankers' Trust company has 


asked the aid of the clearing house 
but it was declined because of the 
class of collateral offered. 


James F. Downing, president of the 


Clearing House association, said that, 
no other banking institution here had 
requested aid and he believed them 
in a safe condition.

YLON was the last representative of possibly 


the first European family on %he Continent. 


Vasquez D'Ayllcn, prttpasitus of the long 


line, had entered the new land In the wake

should not be done. For Instance, it 
is wrong to simply take It for granted 
that nature will perfectly repair the 
Injury and 
therefore assume that 


nothing need be done to help, and it 
is much worse to deem something 
necessary or confine the treatment to 
daubing the wound with dirty axle 
grease or rancid lard. 


Such is a common treatment given 


by the farmer and when the case goes 
from bad to worse, or the wound heals 
but leaves a "pipe" which discharges 
rnllt at -Diking time, the owner is apt 
to blame sis "bad luck" for the ag-

It Is not 
nough to Immerse a milking tube In 
t carbolic solution or other effective 
lislntectant.

ube carries in the germs and they -will 
'o their damaging work despite the 
BI of antiseptics. Cleanse the tuba; 
oil it; bake it; then Immerse It in the 
ntlseptlc solution until used and de- 
end upon it that there then Is little 
Vngcr of having the tube carry In- 
Iction.

X THE manuring of grass land, 


whether temporary or permanent, 
an important consideration is the 


selection of fertilizers that will tend 
to promote the prosperity and healthy 
development of the clovers. 
Neither 


for haymaking nor grazing purposes 
can there be too prominent a propor- 
tion of clover, as it is not only a 
nutritive food in itself, either in its 
green state or as hay. but its presence 
Is particularly advantageous in a dry 
season ar being less liable to the in- 
fluence of drought, while in addition 
It exercises an important 
Influence 


upon the fertility of the soil. 


It may not be stretching the point 


too far to say that the requirements 
of all other plants should be entirely 
subordinated to those of the clovers 
in the selection and application of 
manurial materials. 


There 
Is 
interesting- information 


bearing on this point in experiment 
in the manuring of rye grass and 
clover, which I saw carried out a few 
years ago. The objects of the experi- 
ments were to ascertain whether arti- 
ficial manures can be economically 
employed on first year's seeds; whether 
or not it is necessary to employ a com- 
plete mixture; and last, the effect of 
the various dressings upon the growth 
of the clover. 


The manures used included nitrate 


of soda and sulphate of ammonia as 
alternate nitrogenous dressings, super-1 
phosphate and basic slag as inter- 
changeable phosphate manures, were 
mixed together and applied towards 
the end of March or the beginning of 
April, the others being distributed 
about a month later. 


The end of March is really too late 


a date to apply basic slag in order to 
obtain the best results In the ensuing 
season, and even superphosphate and 
muriate of potash would probably 
have been more effectual had they 
been applied at least a month earlier. 


The time at which manure is ap- 


plied must necessarily have an Im- 
portant influence upon the effect pro- 
duced, and. having r-;ard to the strik- 
ing difference to the activity of basic; 
slag and superphosphate, it Is almost^

The phosphatlc nnd potash manures 


again demonstrated their welc6mo vir- 
tues In promoting the 
growth of 


clover, and the nitrogenous manures 
ar« similarly decided in emphasizing 
their adverse effect upon this class of 
plant. Neither nitrate of soda nor sul- 
phate of ammonia Is directly favor- 
able to clovers, while In an Indirect 
sense both are distinctly adverse. In- 
asmuch as they stimulate ryegrass and 
other strong grasses to the obvious 
detriment of tho leguminous plants. 


Tho broad lesson enforced by these 


trials, therefore. Is that, although the 
use of nitrogenous manures may be 
advantageous and profitable up to a 
certain point, phosphates and potash 
arc especially valuable if it Is deslrod 
to promote clover In the herbage of 
the meadow or pasture.

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BREEDING UP SEED CORN. 


The Kansas Experiment Station he., mado some Interesting experiments 


in breeding corn for seed. Reed's Yellow Dent was tho variety selected 
and a few bushels of seed -were saved from tho crop of 1S02. 


The experiments consisted simply In selecting every year seed from th« 


best ears grown and rejecting all others. Tho results as shown In the en- 
graving herewith Indicate plainly that it is possible for a farmer to In- 
rrcano his corn crop several bushels per acre each year by following this 
simple plan. 


It will bo observed that lha corn taken from a general field shows prao 


tlcally no increase, while that solectcd from tho best ears shows a very 
handsome Increase.
